TARIFF CUTS 
Will Benefit

Federal authorities have ruled 
that full reduction of prices due to 
ccn plete removal of import tariffs 


from farm machinery and imple- 
ments must be passed on to the 
farmers ‘who buy them, This act- 
ion follows the most sweeping re- 
duction on agricultural equipment 
since the National Policy was or- 
iginated by the Macdonald govern- 
ment in the last century. Practical- 
ly all agricultural implements and 
machines were plared on the free 
list by the Ilsley 1944 budget, a goal 
at which farmers’ organization have 
been aiming for many years. In ad- 
dition, the 10 per cent war exchan- 
ge tax on farm implements has 
been taken off. Resulting over-all 
tariff cuts run from 174 to 35 per 
cent.

McTague national chairman of the 
Progressive Conservative party 
when he was chairman of the Na- 
tional War Labor Board. He called 
it a social measure designed to aid 
those whose status required such 
assistance, \ if 


but John Bracken National Pio- 
gressyve Cunagervative Leader, 4 
opposed to the plan which he calls 
a “politiacl bribe.” Insteod, he pro- 
posed higher wages for lowerpaid 
industrial workers and smaller in- 
come taxes on low-range earnings. 


The government has so far main- 
tained the ceiling on all wages, be- 
cause to increase lower-range fact- 
ory pay would bring on tremend- 
ous pressure for higher rates for 
those receiving higher salaries, 
This would increase costs to“Yarm- 
ers and other consumers. Instead 
it is increasing purchasing power 
and improving the standard of liv- 
ing by the family allowances pro- 
gram. Brooke Claxton parliament- 
ary assistant to Prime Minister 
King calls the plan “the most dar- 
ing single social and econamic 
measure ever put forward in a 
democracy to increase the consum- 
ing and purchasing power of the 
whole community.”
